Germany 
and Austria-Hungary, England 


Came to United States end 


Purchased 100,000 Toni. 


New York, Aug. 24.—Europe and 
America are now engaged in a battle 
royal for sugar. 
That is the primary 
cause of tile high prices that now pre­ 
vail. 
Cut off by the outbreak of the 
war from her supply of 1,500,000 tons 
of sugar ordinarily secured from Ger­ 
many and Austria-Hungary, England 
turned to the nearest available sugar 
market, which happened to be New 
York. 
Backed by cash, assuming all 
the war risk involved in shipment 
and ready to pay 
whatever 
prices 
might be necessary to secure sugar. 
British buyers invaded the American 


market. 
Within little more than a week they 
purchased almost IOO,OOO ton? of raw 
and refined sugar, bidding 
up 
the 
market nearly :: cents a pound in the 
process of getting it. 
Their buying 
subsided 
temporarily 
when 
they 
found it impossible to secure further 
prompt transportation. 
As another 
war measure for securing a supply of 
sugar, orders were issued in all the 
sugar-growing colonies of great Brit­ 
ain forbidding the sale of sugar ex­ 
cept for imperial use. 
At the outbreak of the 
war 
the 
visible supply of sugar available for 
the American market was barely

Sneed, however, would not 
go to lied. on the night of the ballot­ 
ing in Baltimore until he received 
word of the result. 
He seated him­ 
self on his porch and stopped every­ 
body that came along, asking what 
they knew about the democratic nom­ 
inees. 
“None could tell him anything un­ 
til long after midnight a party of roy­ 
s te re d came up the road singing and 
shouting. 
Sneed asked if they had 
any news from the convention. 
“ ‘Yes.’ said one of the most jovial 
members of the party. 
‘Beecher and 
Tilden nominated.’ 
“The old man was aghast for a mo­ 
ment. but he quickly recovered and 
said: 
“ ‘Well, they are both good men;

I Decoration Revived in 1870 Has Been 
Bestowed on 48,574 German W ar­ 


riors in All 
Branches of 
the Army Service. 


New’ York, Aug. 24.—Just two days 
lifer Euroep’s dogs of war began to 
bay on the frontier, Kaiser William 
revived the famous Order of the Iron 
Cross, a coveted mark of distinction 
which is conferred only for valor on 
the fie. I of battle, says the Evening 
Journal. 
Deeds of bravery alone are the 
ways to this order, which was found­ 
ed by King Frederick William III of 
Prussia on March IO, 1813, as a re­ 
ward for those of Ii is soldiers w ho. 
had distinguished themselves on the 
hattle-ri Iden fields of the Napoleonic 
wars. 
At the opening of tile Franoo-Prtis- 
sian war iii I STO tins order was re- 
institutcd by William I. grandfather 
of the present kaiser, and no doubt 
the latter has resolved to follow in 
his father’s footsteps. 
Tile plainness 
of the iron insignia was intended by 
the founder to remind the warriors 
who won it of the strife and hard­ 
ships that brought it into being. 
It 
was to he iii commemoration of bra­ 
vely. something to which a family 
could point with pride in the ancestor 
whose glory on the battle field gained 
this token of his fearlessness and 
courage. 
The cross was a simple maltese 
iron cross inlaid with a narrow silver 
ha.id just inside the beveled edge. 
The only other marks upon it were 
three oak leaves in the center, the 
royal initials, F. W., surmounted by 
a crown and the date. 1813. It is not 
unlike the Victoria Cross, fo r which 
the British soldiery strive ii battle, 
or the Medal of Honor of our army, 
only its history dates hack much fur­ 
ther. 
As is customary 
in 
the 
case of 
royal orders there were two classes 
and a grand cross, the latter twice 
the regular size. 
In 1841 a perma­ 
nent endowment was added, paying 
fixi d annual stuns to the wearers of 
the'decoration. 
Oil July 19, 1870, 
tho 
dav 
that 
France again declared war on Prus­ 
sia, the order was revived by King 
William I on the same conditions as 
originally instituted. At that time the 
three oak leaves were dropped and 
the letter W, the crown and the date 
I87u were substituted for the original 
marks, hut the three leaves were re­ 
stored by an order of the imperial 
council iii 1895. 
Tile decoration as revived in 1870 
has been bestowed on 48,574 German 
warriors of all classes, including those 
coining from German states outside 
of Prussia. 
Tile Grand Cross is conferred only 
en commanding officers 
who 
have 
Won a decisive battle followed by the 
forced retirement of any enemy, for 
the 'capture of an important fort, or 
fur 
successfully 
defending 
a 
fort 
against the enemy’s capture. In addi­ 
tion to the soldiers who have won the 
cross 
for 
individual acts of distin­ 
guished valor it has been granted to 
all the members of regiments that 
have performed especial meiftorious 
service.

ter distribution of labor throughout 
‘ho year, and a greater number of 
iours of labor per horse. 
In such 
organization corn, potatoes or other 
cultivated crops are of the greatest 
assistance in distributing labor and 
increasing the capacity of the horse. 
On the modern farm, where business 
organization and a high typo of skill 
is required, tho cry is for efficiency. 
This is especially timely when the 
costs of production are high, and the 
farm manager must soon be prepared 
to investigate in detail the coats of 
production in order that economics 
I may be instituted. 
On most farms, 
i the possibilities of more economical 
forms of production are apparent. The 
point of maximum returns for labor 
or capital expenditures are still far 
beyond us. 
Upon many farms, the 
first step toward more

Each ecale 
sucks sap through a tiny beaX Fruit 
and scales cannot grow on tke same 
tree. 
Young trees succumb. The San 
Jose scale is especially fond of the 
peach, currant, plum, pear and apple. 
Hopelesely infested trees should be 
cut down and burned completely. 
A 
very effective spray, which also de­ 
stroys peach leaf curl, apple scab and 
other fungous diseases, is one consist­ 
ing of 20 pounds of quicklime, 
pounds of flow’ers of sulphur and'"'84 
gallons of water. 
With a little water mix the sulphur 
into a thick paste in a separate vesseL 
Place the lime with about ten gallons 
of warm water in a 30-gallon Iron ket­ 
tle over fire. 
Add w’ater as needed to 
keep the slaking lime from sputtering, 
stirring frequently. When the lime is 
broken up into a pasty mass add the 
sulphur. 
Then boil for an hour, add­ 
ing hot water from time to time. Wheq 
the color changes to clear brow’n fe­ 
rn eve from the fire and add hot water 
to make 50 gallons.

through burlap or an iron or brass 
strainer with at least tw’eaty threads 
to the inch.
